reduction unsafe by the exposition authorities. 


The public was therefore not a.i!o?reJ 
to go upon the structure, and in this 
way a disaster even more terrible than 
that which occurred was averted. 


The gay crowd was passing along 


the avenue and some hundred or more 
persons were walking beneath the 
bridge, when suddenly an ominous 
crash was heard. Before those under- 
neath could turn aside the structure 
fell v/ith a fearful crash, burying near- 
ly 50. A shout of horror rose from the 
spectators, mingled with the cries of 
the victims. 
For a moment nothing 


could be distinguished but a cloud of 
dust and plaster. A scene of the great- 
est excitement and confusion followed. 
But this was only for a few seconds. 
Almost immediately the crowd 
at- 


tacked the debris in an effort to re- 
lease those lying beneath. 


The workmen within the grounds 


who hadtv-itnessed the accident, the po- 
lice and the republican guards, to- 
gether with quite a number of soldiers, 
joined in the rescue work. The prom- 
enaders forgot their Sunday attire and 
covered 
themselves 
with 
dirt and' 


grime in tearing away the rubbish 
with their hands. Wooden beams and 
iftles -were brought from the half-fin- 
ished buildings near by and were used 
as levers to raise the fallen mass. 


The victims first recovered were 


mostly only the injured, the dead be- 
ing found later beneath the center of 
the structure. Messengers -Were dis- 
patched to bring firemen and sappers 
with their equipments, and the first 
body was found after a quarter of an 
hour's frantic labor. It was that of a 
little girl about seven years old, whose 
head was horribly crushed. 
Victim 


after victim was brought to light until 
ft. row of six mutilated corpses had 
been placed upon the sidewalk and 
nearly 40 other persons, some badly 
and others less seriously injured, had 
been carried in ambulances or driven 
to the hospitals. The dead are three 
men. two women and one child. 
The 


weighty plaster towers seem to be re- 
sponsible for the fall o£ the structure. 


Some of the injured have since died 


at the hospital, and the corrected list 
shows that nine were killed and nine 
injured, the injuries being mostly com- 
pound fractures of the leg. One woman 
and the child are still imldentiflecl.

remember how the old Roman soldiers 
used their shields for flashing back SO-TS-B4G: 
information to the rear or from one : 
•wing of an army to another. The heli- . 
ograph is practically the same system 
of sun flashing reduced to a scientific 
basis so that the message may be 
transmitted a distance of from five 
to even 100 miles when the circum- 
stances are favorable. 


The military value of the helio- 


graphic method of transmitting In- 
formation may he readily imagined. 
Its first advantage is its extreme sim- 
plicity. It does not necessitate ths 
keeping open of lines of communica- 
tion, there are no wires to protect, no 
batteries to look after and no burden- , 
some apparatus to carry about.

SYDNEY SORELY.STRICKEN.- 


Kni»onic Plasrnc Beyond Control I»

Dr. Bartlett, a cck-brated physician

There were 
seven new ca«es of the plague the day 
the steamer sailed. Two big tenement 
houses that were infected have been 
burned, and provision had to be made 
by the municipality for the poor peopi 
w'bo had been living there. Busiues 
is at a standstill.

For 
some weeks Mr. Raddatz has been en- 
gaged in surveying the bottom of Lalco 
Michigan, off the entrance to Milwau- 
kee harhor. At one place the boat was 
sunk in what afterward proved to be a 
depression in the bottom. Supposing 
that the ground was comparatively 
level, Mr. RadGatz ordered the craft 
ahead, when suddenly she thrust her 
pointed prow into a submarine bank. 
As the vessel was moving at a speed of 
four miles an hour, the snook was 
quite severe. The boat was stuck fast, 
and it was only after an hour of the 
vigorous use of the propeller that she 
was loosened. The same 
day they 


were caught by sticity clay three Eii!es 
from the entrance of tee harbor. The 
occupants of the boat 
were 
caught 


much longer, than before. Fortunately 
no injury was done to the machinery, 
and the trouble Tras caused b? permit- 
tins the vessel to rest too heavily on 
the sticky clay. Finally tbe boat suc- 
ceeded in lifting itself clear of the dan- 
gerous bed. The surveys -which have 
heen made with the submarine boat 
have amply demonstrated its useful- 
ness.
